Do Loud Clothes Lose Us 


Friends? 


There is .a. streak of the barbarian 


in us, so far as colors and clothes go. 
We are strongly drawn to bright co- 
lors and flashy clothes. This might be 
called a supposed longing in thou- 
sands of persons 'who do not have 
the nerve to wear the noisy clothes 
they secretly like. 


The fear that it will make people 


dilike them deter many from wear- 
ing the colorful clothes fdr which 
they long. This is not warranted, how- 
ever, for studies have shown that cloth 
es have scarcely a thing to do with 
popularity. Clothes are important, ol 
course, to keep in the swim of things! 
but our popularity depends primarily 
on us, not on our clothes. 


There are two types of persons who 


should avoid loud or colorful clothes, 
if they are to make the best all- 
arohnd impression, Mildred Graves 
Ryan points out in her book "Your 
Clothes and Personality": 


Fat people or very tall people are 


made to seem all the more that way 
if they deck themselves out in flashy 
togs. 


And at the other extreme, conspicu- 


ously short if they climb inside loud 
clothes. 


Interestingly enough, the urge to 


wear loud clothes has been found by 
psychoanalysts to be strongest among 
those who are sensitive about their 
shortness-^the very thing which is 
made more prominent to the eyes of 
others by loudness. Another instance 
where the cure is as iad as the dis- 
ease. 


For the great majority of us, there 


is no reason to fear the effect of color 
and pattern of our clothes on how oth- 
ers take to us. Here is one cas where 
we can safely let ourselves go and 
do what we have wanted to these 
many years. 


Some may ask, 'But what will 


others think?" Well ,they will prob- 
ably think, "That is what I have al- 
ways wanted to wear but lacked the 
courage!"
